Price ſays (doubtleſs to encourage our good friends 

the French and wy ws, „“The people of 
England are between four and five millions: ſup- 
poſing them to be four or four and a half on 
an average, in one houſe.” I found in the 
families which I viſited, about fix in a houſe, 
- But one who has lately made a more general 
Enquiry informs me, there are without Lawford- 
Gate, ſeven in a houſe, The ſame information I 
received, from one who has lately made the en- 
gquiry, concerning the inhabitants of Redcliff. 


| Now, if at four in a houſe, we are four millions, | 


muſt we not at ſeven in a houſe, be ſeven millions? 
But even this is far ſhort of the truth; for a 
plain reaſon, the houſes are miſcomputed. To

Friday 12, Wyalked through the town; I ſup- 
755 75 one of the moſt ancient in Ulfter. l was in- 
ormed, it was once abundantly larger than it is 
now: conſiſting of th Jriſi town, then inhabited 
by none but Roman Catholics; and the Engliſn- 
town, encompaſt with a wall, and a deep ditch 
filled with water. At the head of the Engliſh-' 
town ſtands the Abby, on a hill which commands 
all the country. It is a noble ruin, and 1s far the 
largeſt building that I have ſeen in the kingdom. 
Adjoining to it is one of the, moſt beautiful groves 
Which I ever beheld with my eyes: it covers the 
ſloping kde of the hill, and has viſtas cut through 
it every way.

- Thurſday 25. I preached in the New Houſe 
which Mr. Fletcher has built in Madeley Wood, 
The people here exactly reſemble thoſe at Kings- 
wood : only they are more ſimple and teachable, 
But for want of diſcipline, the immenſe pains 
which he has taken with them has not done the 
good which might have been expected. 
TI preached at Shrewſbury in the evening, and on 
Friday 26, about noon in the Aſſembly- Room, at 

Brofeley. It was well we were in the ſhade; for 
the ſun ſhone as hot as it uſually does at Midſum- 
mer. We walked from thence to Coalbrook-Dale, 
and took a view of the bridge which is ſhortly to 
be thrown over the Severn.

A meaſure of this they have already; but 
they want much more. Tueſday go, and the next 
day, I preached at Macclesfield. The hearts of many 
were enlarged.

About one, I preached at 
New-Mills, in Derbyſiire. A commodious Preach. 
ing-houſe, lately built, has proved a bleſſing to 
the whole country.

But he is now as zealous in the works of God, as 
he was once in the works of the Devil. While 1 
reached it was a ſeaſon of ſtrong conſolation : 
Cut one young gentlewoman refuled to be com- 
forted. She followed me into Mr. $ 'sall in 
tears; but would neither touch meat nor drink. 
After I had ſpent a little time in prayer, ſhe broke 
out into prayer herſelf, And ſhe did not ceaſe, 
till God turned her ſorrow into joy unſpeakable. 
After preaching at Alpraham and Cheſter, on 
Wedneſday I went on to Warrington. The pro- 
prietor of the New Chapel had ſent me word, 
that I was welcome to preach in it. But he had 
now altered his mind: ſo I preached in our on; 
and I ſaw not one inattentive hearer. Cs 
I preached at Liverpool in the evening, and the 
next day; at Wigan on Friday ; on Saturday and 
Sunday, at Bolton, Monday 12. I preached at 
Bury about one, and in the evening at Rochdale, 
Now was the day of Viſitation for this town, The 
zeople were all on fire. Never was ſuch a flame 
Liadled here before; chiefly by the Prayer-meet- 
ings ſcattered through the town. Tueſday 1g; L 
eached at nine to a crowded Audience in the 
New Houle at Bacup - at one, in the ſhell of the 
_ _ Houſe at Paddiham, where there is at length a 
proſ ect of peace, after abundance of diſturbance 
cauled by one, who neither fears God nor reve- 
rences man.

He aſſures us 
there is no fire there: only he allows that the go- 
vernor of it, the Devil, ſometimes orders the 
ſpirits that behave ill, to be © laid on a bed of hot 
aſhes.” And, ſecondly, he informs you, that all.
